NOVA SCOTIANS PLEASED 


Halifax, N.S,, Sept. 10.—The fishing 
decision of The Hague is looked upon 
here as a striking vindication of tho 
colonial legislaturo to enact and en- 
force regulations for the prosecution of 
the fisheries in its own territorial wa- 
ters, and the principle, it is thought, 
can be advantageously applied to 
Nova Scotia. y 

As to the fifth point, the tribunal 
has made authoritative pronounce- 
ment upon a much-contested question 
of territorial delimitation of bays and 
inlets. From Nova Scotia's point of 
view this wis the most important 
question before the tribunal. The de- 
cision of the tribunal places beyond 
dispute the right of Canada and New- 
foundland to exercise territorial con- 
trol over small bays and inlets on the 
coast. Americans will thus be exclud- 
ed from Prosecuting fishing operations 
inside the headlands, even where they 
would be beyond the limit of three 
marine miles from shore. This is of 
special interest to Nova Bcotians, for 
it, will prevent American seiners from 
operating in many bays along the 
coast. :

PRESIDENT OF LABOR CONGRESS 


CONDE 


MNS EXPENDITURE 


(Special to The Ontay‘o.) 


Fort William, ‘Sept. 13.—William 
Glockling of Toronto, president of the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada, presented his address to the dele- 
gates in the form of an executive re- 
port. In this communication both 
political parties were assailed for the 
position they assumed in regard to 


It attacked the new immigration pels 
icy of the Government, and described 
suggested compulsory arbitration leg- 
islation. 

Attached to the executive report for 
the Dominion were reports for indi- 
vidual provinces. All these went to 
show that labor juterests in Canada 
had been fairly well conserved durin 
the year, and that some progress ha 
been made towards the ends the con- 
gress ultimately hoped to attain. 

The executive report was in part as 
follows: ‘The past year has been one 
of great activity in industrial circles. 
The country’s prosperity continues, 
and workers are in a position to be 
sharers in the material advancement 
to Which their labors so extensively 
contribute. On every hand industry 
is expanding, and the danger_is not 
of retrogreasion, but an oversight of 
those precautions that will make for 
permanent, rather than speedy better: 
ment.” 

Passing on, the report expressed re 
gret that the efforts of the congresa 
and of those similarly inclined to pre- 
serve the peace of nations and con- 
serve the autonomy of the country 
had been of little avail. The old par- 
ties were denounced for voting away 
the moneys of the ple in the crea- 
tion of a navy, and thereby making 3 
useless effort to demonstrate loyalty 
that was not in question.

United Btates soldicra could not fol 
low, Hardlo fooled Victoria, however. 
Texas ‘rangers had met the Apache 
chief In an engagement on the banks 
of the Rlo Grande.

Mountcd on wiry ponies inured to 
hardships, to picking up a Uving on 
the scanty berbage of the plains, rid- 
ing without saddles and carrying no 
equipment, the Indians had little trou- 
ble in arolding the soldiers, Leaving 
the reservation, the Apaches would 


commit some outrage and then, swing- |. 7 


ing on the arc of a great circle, would 
be back to camp and settled long be- 
fore the soldiers could overtake them. 
Hampered by orders from the war de- 
partment, which tn turn was molested 
by the sentimental friends of the In- 
dians, the soldiers néver succeeded in 
taming the Apache until Crook cut off 
communications and thrashed them so 
thoroughly in these same lata beds

London, Sept. 37,—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 
The report of the royal commission 
on trade relations of Canada and the 
West Indies, issued yesterday, signed 
by Lord Balfour of Burleigh, fic 
Wm. Fielding, Hon. Wm. Paterso: 
Lord Islington and Sir Daniel M 
ris, comprises sixty pages, besidet 
voluminous appendices. be commis. 
sioners strongly represent that the 

ference granted the West Indies 
or Canada for some years, has been 

great value in’ furnishing a favor- 
able market for West Indies’ sugaz. 
just as the United States, through the 
development /of their own colonial 
policy have ceased to require West 
ndies sugar as largely as formerly. 

The West Indies are strongly urged 
to make reciprocal concessions to Can- 
ada, so that the advantage already 
obtained may be continued. Considei- 
able attention is paid to the contr> 
versy between West India shippers 
and Canadian refiners, as to the ex 
istence of a Wgst Indian combination 
to obtain excessive prices and the 
special concessions made to refiners a 
Year ago, respecting the importation 
of a limited quantity of foreign raw 

ar at preferential rates. 

t is recomménded in any scheme 
for the betterment of trade relations 
that mar ba nroposed.. the special 


coréession to re.iners be withdrawn. 
inasmuch as the West Ifidies ‘woul! 
regard that 'step as esscntial, but that 
the percentage of the preference ai- 
lowed by Canada be reduced and 
made definite and unqualified. r 

The West India colonies in genera! 
report in favor of reciprocal arrange 
ments with Canada, except Jamaica 
which was influenced by the. fear, 
which the commission think not justi- 
ficd, though by making such arrange 
ments they would provoke retaliatory 
tariff legislation by the United States. 

The Standard thinks the results of 
the commission are fair. and: equit- 
able, and the whole report appears to 
be a recognition of the fact that clos 
cr political relations can only result 
from more intimate commercial ar 
rangements. 

The Mcrning Post. says common- 
sense has been vindicated without 
any inconsistency on the part of the

Barrie, Sept. 30.—Thomas MeXulty 
of Orillia was yesterday, found guilty 
of murdering the unnamed infant of 
Mary Dolan, which he had never seen. | 
The jury was out three and a balf 
hours. Mary Dolan was found guilty 
of the same crime on Tuesday. Th? 
sentences will in all likelihood be pro- 
nounced by Justice Britton at the 
resumption of the assizes to-lay. 

It was oné-of the wildest. emotional 
scenes that have ever been, enacted 
in an Ontario cuurt-room when the 
foreman ~ pronounced the word 
“guilty !"" 

MeNulty’s wife, who had frequently 
interrupted the court with her crying, 
broke into ill-repressed shrieks.

To Mr, Creawicke, Miss Dolan ai- 
mitted she was infatuated with Mc 
Nulty, and when asked why she did- 
n't cease her relations with him, sai 
he told her his wife wasn’t going to 
live long, and he would marry her. 

In a re-examination by Mr. Black- 
stock she told of McNulty having 
implored her not to give him away, 
when they were in “the jail cells. 

His final question to her was, “It js 
true that McNulty wrote you a letter 
telling you to strangle this child?”
